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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-6, drawn to stabilizer bar with mount, classified in class 280, subclass 
124.107. 

II. Claims 7- 1 0, drawn to a method of assembling a mount on a stabilizer bar, 
classified in class 29, subclass 517. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
stabilizer bar and mount may be welded without passing electric current through the stabilizer 
bar and support ring. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group II is not required for Group I, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

During a telephone conversation with Mark Mollon (Reg. No. 31,123) on November 14, 
2005 a provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group II, 
claims 7-10. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office 
action. Claims 1-6 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), 
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as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i).

In line 3, "portion" should be changed to -portions-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 7-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 
Claim 7: 

The preamble recites a "method of mounting a bushing onto a stabilizer bar" but no such 
method is claimed. The body of the claim recites only a method in which a support ring is 
mounted onto a stabilizer bar. There is no mention whatsoever of a bushing. It is suggested that 
the preamble be amended to substitute -support ring- for "bushing 55 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 7-10 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

The prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest the claimed use of a support ring having a 
plurality of inwardly extending projections that are pressed into contact with the stabilizer bar 
and welded thereto by passing electric current through the stabilizer bar and the support ring. 

The reference to Mclntyre et al. (U.S. Patent No. 2,275,637) exemplifies the closest prior 
art teaching. As shown in Figures 1 and 4 thereof, the stabilizer bar 20 includes a support ring 40 
thereon that includes a cylindrical hub portion 41 that is welded in place on the stabilizer bar. 
There is no teaching or suggestion of inwardly extending projections on the support ring, nor of 
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passing electric current through the stabilizer bar and the support ring to weld such projections to 
the stabilizer bar.
